Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. Prior art does not teach "a second semiconductor region" having higher dopant 
concentration than that of "a first semiconductor region;" and the first and the second 
semiconductor regions are formed in a region of a second conductive type different than 
the first conductive type.
